Weekly Papers Lead, Support Needed 


e t the recent convention of the Alberta Weekly 
Pr 4 Newspaper Association held in Edmonton some 
interesting information was presented to the 
members by Professor Cameron regarding the reading 
puliiic of this province. 


A survey has been conducted by the government 
qestionaires being distributed to the youth training 
s‘hools this year and the information secured is most 
encouraging to weekly editors. 

Seventy two percent of householders get the 
weekly newspapers and only thirty four percent get 
dailies, On the farm paper Question, six percent get 
none, twenty one percent get only one, and thirty 
seven percent ger more than one, Other periodicals 
other than farm magazines, also were canvassed and 
thirty six percent get none, tweuty seven percent get 
only one and sixteen percent get more than two.
